The Center for Health Information and Analysis (CHIA) has included the Type of Facility field to allow for
Present on Admission exemptions as per CMS as well as provide our data users with a succinct way to

identify the type of facility associated with a medical claim.

This document will provide guidance only, not rules, on how to assign a code to the type of facility field.
As this is based on CMS facility assignments and certifications, carriers may look to CMS for clarification.
